Yaqui Indians massacred two Chicago men 
and their party yesterday, near Torres, in the 
wild, mountainous state of Sonora, north- 
western Mexico. The victims of the savages 
were John Kenneth MacKenzie, one of this 
city’s leading mining engineers, a member 
of the firm of Dickman, MacKenzie & Pot- 
ter. and Dr. Robert Coy, a dentist with offices 
at 8046 Wentworth avenue. They had gone 
into the te region to examine some silver 
mines when they met their death. 

There are some fears also for the safety 
of William Chapman Potter, Junior member 
of the firm of engineers. Mr. Potter, with 
another party, was inspecting a mine, sixty 
miles from Torres. His father, E. A. Potter, 
president of the American Trust and Savings 
bank, last night telegraphed to Secretary of 
the Navy Paul Morton in the hope that in- 
formation might be secured regarding his 
son through government sources. Young 
Mr. Potter is a son-in-law of Secretary Mor- 
ton.

News Comes to Mine Owners. 


News of the murder of Mr. MacKenzie and 
Dr. Coy was contained in a brief telegram re- 
ceived yesterday by W. O. Duntley, president 
of the Chicago Pneumatic Tool company and 
owner of the mine the engineer had gone to 
examine. It was verified later by press dis- 
patches which said that Mexican mounted 
police had started for the scene of the mas- 
sacre in an attempt to recover the bodies. 

The telegram to Mr. Duntley was from W. 
L. Miller, superintendent of hie mine at Tor- 
res, and was as follows: 5 

Jack and Bob killed today by Yaqui In- 
Gans. Men gone for bodies. Details later.“ 

Mr. MacKenzie left Chicago on Jan. 8, hay- 
ing been engaged by Mr. Duntley to inspect 
his mine. Dr. Coy, who had an interest in the 
mine, accompanied him. The Chicago men 
left the*Southern Pacific railroad at Hermo- 
sillo, capital of the state of Sonora, which is 
midway on the only railroad in the mountain- 
ous region of northwestern Mexico. They

Dr. Coy Feared Brigands. 

Dr. Coy lived at 6441 Kimbark avenue. 
The news of his death last night was kept 
from Mrs. Coy. Her brother-in-law, R. D. 
Coy, an attorney living in Glencoe, said: 

“ Before he left Chicago my brother ex- 
pressed a fear of brigands in the neighbor- 
hood of the mine, which is thirty-five iniles 
from Torres. It is a wild locality, and in“ 
fested with outlaws and Indians. The mine, 
which had been discovered by my brother 
five years ago, was called ‘the Old An- 
tique mine,’ and it was the intention to begin 
operating it shortly.

The police are powerless to stem the march- 
ing mobs. Soldiers are patrolling the strike 
district, and today 25,000 cavalry and infantry 
will march into the capital. 

Every newspaper in the city has suspended 
publication, Early this morning the Police 
Messenger appeared with a manifesto from 
the czar ordering all manifestation and 
marching to cease. Soldiers kept the printers 
at work until this was set up. 

The gravity of the situation is realized by 
the foreigners resident in the city. They are 
preparing to send their families out of Rus- 
sia at the earliest possible moment. 


Pathetic Appeal to the Czar. 

The strikers early in the day drew up a 
pathetic appeal to the czar, reciting their 
wrongs, and asking him to grant redrese 
of their wrongs, and insisting on political 
rights, a constitution, a parliament, the aboli- 
tion of the bureaucracy, and the immediate 
end of the war. The petition concluded with 
this sinister declaration: Only two paths 
are open to us—either towards liberty and 
happiness or to the grave. Should our lives 
serve as a holocaust for suffering Russia, we 
shall not regret the sacrifice, but shall bear it 
willingly.” 

A delegation planned to call on his majesty 
last night and ask him to reeelve the peti- 
tion and answer it in person and in the pres- 
ence of the strikers in the great square be- 
fore the winter palace on Sunday afternoon.

The czar not only refused to receive the

HAS DEATH BRD DIVORCE. 


MERCHANT IN NEWARK GHETTO 

18 SELF-SACRIFICING. 

Has Ceremony of Revoking Marriage 
Performed by Three Rabbis So His 
‘Wife Need Not Wed His Brother 

. When She Becomes a Widow—Re- 
quired Under the Old Mosaic Law— 
Procedure Described in the Bible— 
Command Still Obeyed. ‘ 


New York, Jan. 20,—[Special.]—Samuel 
Sabel, a merchant of the Newark Ghetto 
and an orthodox Jew, has beensat the point 
of death for weeks. Today he called three 
rabbis to his house and had his wife divorceu 
from him under the Jewish law in order that 
she might not be under the obligation im- 
posed by the Mosaic law of marrying his 
brother after her husband's death. 

Sabel and his wife have lived together hap- 
pily. In fact, it is only husbands whose love 
for their wives is strong who ever to 
this peculiar ante-mortem divorce. It is an 
extremely unusual thing. Rabbi B. Hail- 
perin, the leader of the Newark Ghetto, has 
granted it once to the wife of a consumptive. 

Canceled if He Recovers. 

Although Sabel is a paralytic and a great 
eufferer, he determined to have the cere- 
mony performed. It is a long ordeal, and 
the rabbis had to ask many questions. One 
provision of the divorce is that if the man

Just how. such a divorce has become pos- 
sible is due to a complicated but interesting 
phase of the Jewish religious history. in 
Deuteronomy xxv.s5, it is laid down in sub- 
stance that if one of the brethren who dwell 
together should die and have no child, the 


stranger, but her husband’s brother shall 
take her to him to wife. ’ 

This provision was made, it is supposed, to 
rpetuate the husband's name and prop- 
erty interests in the tribe. Children by this 
union were to bear the name of the first hus- 
band. In case a brother refused to marry 
the widow, she was directed to go to the 
gate, unto the elders, and say: ‘ My brother 
refuseth to raise up unto his brother a name

As soon as Mr. Williams had demanded 
this afternoon a yea and nay vote on the 
proposition and had seen democrats fail 
to support him, he sent to the speaker's 
desk for the roll, and after examining it 
notified Representative Hay of Virginia, 
chairman of the democratic caucus, that he

Armed intervention: by the United States in 
Venezuela has been brought appreciably 
nearer as a result of the machiavellian policy 
of President Gastro. This military dictator 
has refused the demands of Secretary Hay 
for a direct settlement of all the issues be- 
tween the two countries, ahd suggested the 
kind of arbitration which proved‘so unac- 
ceptable to the administration that negotia- 
tions have been abruptly terminated. . 

Anticipating the rejection of his counter 
proposition Castro sought to alienate Europe 
from the United States by proposing to the 
nations holding claims against his govern- 
ment that N distribute annually among them: 
the sum of $1,000,000 until all their claims are 
satisfied. 

It is a game of international politics that 
might have results satisfactory tq Castro 
were he not treating with world powers and 
with such en astute statesman as John Hay. 
Castro’s proposal was submitted to the state 
department by the powers to which it was 
made, At first blush it seemed a. move to 
placate everybody, including the United 
States. -Castro knew this government, which 
practically had forced ‘Burope to cease its 
hostile operations against his republic, was 
morally bound to see that the claims they 


held were wa tisfied. He knew the United | 


States and other nations were seriously dis- 


pleased because of his deliberate evasion 


of the spirit of the peace protocol by estab- 
lishing subports of entry close to La Guayra 
and Puerto Cabello, through which the 
greater quantity of imports have been made. 

Revenues of the two ports fell off consider- 
ably, and 30 per cent of the total, which was 
fixed as the sum to be distributed among the 
claimant nations, became comiparatively in- 
significant.. Moreover, Castro did not show 
himself in any hurry to hand over the 30 per 


cent, but kept the ministers of the powers 


busy making demands upon him for its pay- 


ment. 
Castro’s Plan Unacceptable. 


Under these circumstances the president 
of Venesuela believed the powers willingly 
would agree to accept his proposal for the 
payment of a lump sum annually. ‘Without 
waiting to find out what action would be 
taken upon it, he started to make the United 
States back down. It would not be a diffi- 
cult thing to do, in his opinion, for a man of 


his parts. 

When Minister Bowen, after hie conf er- 
ence with Mr. Hay in Washington, returned 
to Caracas and presented demands for the 


settlement of the asphalt dispute and other 


questions Castro made his overture to Bu- 
rope, and then to Mr. Bowen suggested per- 
manent arbitration of all questions between 


the United States and Venezuela. He in- 


sisted that the first thing to be arbitrated 
was the question of the right of the Unite? 
States to intervene in the asphalt controver- 
ey, which, he claims, is a purely internal at- 
fair, and not subject to American Interven- 
tion. And then, in case the arbitration sus- 
tained the contention of the United States, 
he demanded that there should be a second 
arbitration to determine the merit of the 
claims of the two companies which arerivals 
tor the concession. 

The proposal of Castro clearly was unac- 
ceptable, and Minister Bowen at once broke 
cff negotiations, though he has remained at 
Caracas. To have accepted would have 
meant a revival of the discredited principle 
which denies diplomatic intervention by a 
foreign state in the internal of an- 


other. . 
Hesitates to Use Force. 


Castro thus throws upon the United States 
the necessity of making a second move. 
Either the president and Secretary Hay must 
now back down, or else compel Venezuela 
to comply with their demands. The admin- 
istration is hesitating to adopt forcible meas- 
ures for two reasons. First, the New York 
and Bermudez company, which holds the or- 
iginal claims to the asphalt lakes, and the 
second company, to which Castro transferred 
the property, are both American by incor- 
poration and capital, and the president would 
have to decide between them; and, second, 
some officers. of the old company, who bitterly 
fought the new company, have gone over to 
the latter. Then there exists an indisposi- 
tion to intervene in behalf ot what may be 
regarded as a trust. 

In order to get at the facts the president 
requested Attorney General Moody to ex- 
press an opinion on the question and also 
determine whether the proceedings in the 
Venezuelan courts have been conducted in 
accordance with the code of the republic and 
whether ther¢ has-been a denial of justice. 

The Italian ambassador, Sig. Mayor Des 
Planches, has represented to Secretary Hay 
the willingness of his government to have the 
United States act as a collecting agency, and 
the other powers are equally willing. All 
of them have declared the situation at Vene- 
zuela intolerable, and they urge that some- 
thing be done to end it. Every one of them 
has had a fresh grievance since the blockade

August Belmont's suggestion that the con- | 


struction of a subway system for Chicago be

This is in line with Mr. Belmont’s address 
to the real estate board, and was further 
supported by the contention that the new 
freight tuhnels would remove sufficient 
traffic from the streets to render unnecessary

Syndicate Needs More Stock.

SMOOT IN AN ASPHALT DEAL. 


Utah Senator and His Partner Sued for 


$10,000—Attorney General Moody 
Asked to Investigate. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Jan 20.—[Special.}— 
Senator Reed Smoot and Jesse Knight of 
Provo, the latter a wealthy mining man and 
u prominent member of the Mormon church, 
have been sued for $10,000 as principais in a 
deal involving the Gilsonite asphaltum lands, 
which Attorney General Moody has been 
esked to investigate. The case has been laid 
tefore the attorney general by United States 
District Attorney Joserh Lippman. 

The claims involved lie on the former Un- 
compahgre Indian reservation, In Uintah 
ccunty, Utah. They were bought by Knight 
several years ago from various individuals 
who had located them. 

After Smoot's election to the senate, and 
after congress had dee ared the titles to the 
claims invalid, Knight transferred to Smoot, 
for a nominal consideration, one-half inter- 
est in his claims. 

Smoot and Knight then, according to a 
transfer recorded in Uintah county, sold the 
claims to C. O. Baxter for $10,000, each man 
receiving $5,000. Baxter is president of the 
Gilson Asphaltum company and western rep- 
resentative of the asphalt trust. 5 is now 
preparing legal action to recover the money 
paid to Smoot and Knight; alleging ttat the 
titles are not valid. | 


CHILD LABOR LAW CHANGES 
‘SOUGHT BY THEATRICAL MEN. 


Want the Statute Amended to Permit 
Young Performers on Stage—Say In- 
fluence of Play Is Frequently Good. 


Plans to save stage children from the regu- 
lations of the state child labor statute were 
advanced yesterday by theatrical men. The 
first step was taken when thirty resident and 
traveling managers, representing every 
theatrical enterprise in Chicago, called on 
Chief Factory Inspector Edgar T. Davies 
and asked his cotjperation in securing the 
passage of an amendment to exempt the 
child performers. 

Attorneys George A. Trude and Leander D. 
Condee for the managers outlined to the fac- 
tory inspector a law modeled after the 
Gerry law tn New York, which would permit 
the appearance on the stage of children, sub- 
ject to an inspection by state authorities, 

We should place in the hands of some 
state official,’’ said Mr. Trude, the power 
to grant permits to children to play on the 
stage. Before such permits were granted, a 
thorough inspection of all conditions, both 
moral and intellectual, should be made. No 
child should be allowed to take part in an 
immoral play, an acrobatic performance, or 
a song and dance.“ 

In urging that distinction should be made 
between good and bad influences on children 
on the stage, one manager told the factory 
inspector that in the Ben Hur produc- 
tion forty children were employed to sing 
Jesus of Nazareth.“ Another declared that 
in Shore Acres the lesson of the play 
was as good as a Sunday school to the child.” 

J oppose any change in the present law,“ 
Mr. Davies told the managers. If one class 
of children were exempted, it would not be 
fair to the others.” 

He suggested that an amendment to the 
penal code, which now forbids the appear- 
ance on the stage of children under 14 years 
of age, be framed, with the provision that 
any acts or parts of acts in conflict with 
the statute be nullified.” This remedy, he 
declared, would not interfere with the work- 
ings of the child labor law. 

Following the action of, other unions in de- 
manding increased wages for 1905, the Ce- 
ment Finishers’ union presented an agree- 
ment to employers demanding more money. 
The journeymen ask an additional 10 cents an 
hour, while the helpers want 5 cents more 
pay. The employers have offered to sign an 
agreement on the old wage scale basis for 
three years.

ALL ABOARD FOR S0UTH AMERICA! 

If the United States has failed in any re- 
spect to meet the anticipations of the great 
statesmen ot its early history, it is in its 
relations with South America. The fiery 
spirit ot Clay, making the revolt of the 
Spanish colonies one of the foundations of 
the “ American system,” thought that it 
foresaw on the soil of South America a 
grep of nations with which the United 
States should be on terms of the closest and 
most intimate commercial and political 
friendship. John Quincy Adams, colder 
than Clay and yet equally untrammeled in 
his conceptions, wrote the first American 
state documents repudiating further Euro- 
pean colonization in the American conti- 
nents, and spoke time and again of the com- 
mercial solidarity of North and South Amer- 
ica in language which is not yet justified by 
the facts. It is indubitably true that in the 
stimulation of trade with South America 
end in the work of bringing the South Amen- 
can states into full possession of all the ad- 
VYantages of international intercourse the 
United States has lagged far behind the am- 
bition. outlined for it by the great Ameri- 
canizer from Kentucky and by the stanch 
defender of American solidarity from Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Meanwhile South America remains of all 
the continents in the world the one most 
latent and undeveloped. Africa, by climate, 
by population, and by partition, has reached 
a condition which today is fixed rather than 
fluid. South America is the continent of 
the future. Its fate, thanks to the United 
States, is not partition. It is orderly prog- 
ress. 

John Barrett, the minister of the United 
States to Panama, has offered through 
President Nicholas Murray Butler of Co- 
lumbia university the sum of $225 to be 
used as prise money for the best papers 
written by college students on “ the rela- 
tions of the United States with the Latin 
American republics.” No more useful field 
of study could be marked out for the youth 
of the land. In South America there lie the

A FALSE. THEORY. 

The provision of the fees and salaries act 
which gives the freedom of the courts to a 
plaintiff for $10 and to a defendant for $3 
was the conception of Willlam H. King, a 
Chicago lawyer, who was chairman of the 
house committee of the general assembly of 
1871, which had to draft a new fees and 
salaries law. Mr. King was the victim of a 
theory which has demoralized the Cook 
county courts and cost the taxpayers hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

Mr. King’s theory was that as most men 
get their rights without litigation, the minor- 
ity, who have to resort to the courts to ob- 
tain theirs, ought to be given the assistance 
of the courts for a mere trifie. He argued 
that when a man was compelled to sue to 
recover a just debt it was the duty of the 
state to pay practically all his expenses, 
except his lawyer's bill, and put him on 
something: near an equal footing with the 
man whose debtors were not delinquent. The 
legislature was convinced by the reasoning 
and made ‘litigation cheap. | 

The result is told by ex-Judge Sears, He 
says it costs between $200 and $300 a day 
to run a courtroom in Cook county. The 
cost to the plaintiff of using the legal ma- 
chinery for a trial lasting a week is $10. It 
would cost no more if a trial lasted two 
months. The defendant pays $3 for his 
share in the privilege. They pay between 
them $13, and the taxpayers, most of whom 


of the $1,200. 

The flaw in Mr. King’s theory was his 
assumption that most plaintiffs believe they 
are entitled to recover, that most defendants 
are convinced of the justice of their cause, 
and that the public should ‘stand the ex- 
pense of adjudicating their honest differ- 
ences. There are men who begin suits to 
annoy and even blackmail others. There are 
men who, at small cost, defer for years the 
payment of the debts on account of which 
they are sued. Mr. King did not suppose 
there were such men. 

So long as litigation is as cheap as it is, 
says Mr. Sears, the dockets will be crowded, 
no matter how much the judicial force is 
increased. He would have a new system of 
costs “ devised on the plan that the dancers 
should pay the fiddler.” For over thirty 
years the dancers have had free music, and 
the public has paid the fiddler. It is high 
time to cut loose from Mr. King’s costly 
theory. 


TO FIGHT TUBERCULOSIS. | 
‘About a quarter of a century ago Koch 
a the germ called the bacillus of 
tuberculosis, and thus proved that consump- 

n is infectious. Since that time a radical 
ge has taken place in the method of 


medicine has diminished and the “ open 
alr treatment has been adopted. It has 
been found that the climate of one state 
is about as curative as the climate of an- 
other. The air of the IIlinois prairies is 
just as beneficial to the consumptive as the 
air of the high lands in the western states. 
It is perhaps better for the consumptive 
who wishes to live in Illinois to remain in 
this climate while being treated for tubercu- 
losis. His cure will be more permanent if 
effected, in the place where he intends to 
ain. 

tthe Illinois state association for the pre- 
vention ot tubereulosis, which was organized 
recently, intends to apply in this state the 
most approved methods of fighting consump- 
tion. In the methods which it employs it 
will embedy the two principles upon which 
a. campaign against tuberculosis must be 
conducted. e first is the necessity for 
heroic measures in the early stages of con- 
sumption, if patients are to be saved; the 
second is the need of protecting the public 
from tubercular infection by keeping a close 
scrutiny upon those who are liable to dis- 
seminate contagion. In other words, it wil] 
try to secure the establishment of a state 
sanitarium for the compulsory treatment 
of all consumptives.wlio are unable to pro- 
vide medical attention of the right sort for 
themselves, but who, at the same time, offer 
hope of recovery. It will also endeavor to 
have a complete record kept of all cases of 
consumption so that proper means may be 
taken to prevent further infection. 

There are not sufficient accommodations 
in the state of Illinois for its consumptives. 
The lack of these accommodations is one 
reason why the disease spreads. 

The ‘purpose of a state sanitarium is not 
only to effect a cure in the case of consump- 
tives in the early stages, but to instruct them 

how to regulate their lives so as to remain 
cured after they have left the favorable con- 
ditions of the hospital. What the victims 
of tuberculosis need is not medicine but 
knowledge, for ignorance opens to the 
* great white plague the path of least re- 
sistance. Through ignorance many tibes 
are needlessly sacrificed. The number of 
those sacrifices the new association hopes to 
reduce materially. 


BELMONT ON CHICAGO SUBWAYS.

A municipal subway with 
ramifications extending to Chicago avenue 
on the north, Halsted street on the west, and 
Twenty-second street on the south would 
give the competing lines an access to the 
downtown district, and would enable the 
city to discipline the present companies in 
ease their future should have a moral con- 
tinuity with their past. ; 

This is the policy of the chairman of the 
local transportation committee, Ald. Fore- 
man. He is not a public ownership man. 
He believes in an extension of franchises, 
If possible, however, he would like to re- 
tain in the hands of the city the means by 
which good service can be extracted from 
traditionally reluctant transportation eom- 
panies. Certainly a subway, constructed as 
the city has the money for it, might some 
day be exceedingly useful in convincing the 
companies that the ninety-nine year act does 
not give them an entire mastery of the situa- 
tion.

boy born to the union. In 1872 Mme Henri 
Schneider died, and, after a few months only 
of widowhood, her husband married her 
younger sister, now known as the Gowager, 
Mme. Schneider, and ae the owner of the 
magnificent big diamond with which the first 
Napoleon was wont to adorn his hat on state 
occasions. 

There was a story to the effect that this dia- 
mond had been captured by Field Marshal 
Blücher's Hussars at the battle of Waterloo, 
along with other valuables found in the trav- 
eling carriage of the French emperor. But 
there is no truth in this tale. Napoleon, in 
the first place, never wore a diamond when 
campaigning, and certainly did not have thie 
gem at Waterloo. It was in England at the 
time, having been sent thither with all the 
regalia of France by Louis XVIII. at soon as 
he learnt of the return of Napoleon from 
Elba, It remained among the crown jewels 
of France until~they were sold at public 
auction in 1887, when it was purchased by 
the widowed Mme. Henri Schneider. About 
ten years ago she lost it going to the opera at 
Paris. The police sought it everywhere and 
the press in every country announced its loss. 
A few days later a street sweeper found it 
in the gutter in a pile of dirt in front.of the 
opera, and it was returned to its owner, in 
whose possession it has remained ever since.

This widowed Mme. Schneider had a 
brother, uncle, efore, of the present head 
of the house of Schneider. Having been 
taunted concerning his birth by a baron de 
Saint Victor, be challenged him to fight a 
duel and wounded bim fatally. The widow 
thereupon brought 
a.civil sult for damages against M. Asselin, 
who was condemned to pay them an annuity 
of $2,000 a year for the remainder of his days. 
A few years ago the fact was recalled by the 
unsuccessful endeavVor made by the St. Victor 
family to force the heirs of M. Asselin to con- 
tinue paying the annuity in question indef- 
initely. It is this danger of being mulcted in 
civil damages that causes duelists in France 
to exercise such great care to avoid inflicting 
mortal hurt upon their adversaries.

Whereas last year the name of the eldest 
son of Grandduke Ferdinand of Tuscany 
figured as such in the pages of the Alma- 
nach de Gotha and in the official lists of the 
members of the reigning house of Austria, 
with a mention in brackets to the effect 
that he had renounced his title and preroga- 
tives as archduke and as prince in order to 
assume the name of Leopold Woelfiing, this 
year he has disappeared entirely from the 
Gotha and trom the official rosters of 
the imperial family of Hapsburg, just as if 
he had never existed. Indeed, he is not even 
accorded the notice to those of his family 
who have died, and the fact that he has 
ever existed is completely ignored. .

Orchestra hall was filled to its last available 
place yesterday afternoon when the Chicago 
orchestra offered one of the most attractive 
popular it has brought forward in 
many a mo Appreciation was of the 
keenest, and the soloiste—there were two of 
them—the conductor, and the orchestra itself 
had no cause to complain of any lack in en- 
thusiastic approval of their work. 

It was an afternoon of rare enjoyment, and 
net the least satisfactory feature of it was 
the evidence it supplied of the rapid readjust- 
ment of relationship being accomplished 
where the men of the orchestra and Mr. Stock 
are concerned. The young leader showed 
himself more completely in command of his 
own and his men’s powers, and the men in 
their t were more thoroughly in harmony 
with him than heretofore. The result was a 
concert technically and interpretatively ex- 
cellent—a performance which would have 
giaddened the heart of Mr. Thomas himself. 

Two novelties were included in the list—a 
concert overture, “ Froissart,”’ by Bigar, and 


an Italian Serenade, by Hugo Wolf—peith- 


er of which it is understood had had previous 
performance in the United States, Both were 
admirably played, and, since they were 
wholly the result of Mr. Stock's studying 
of them, contained the best proof the after- 
noon afforded of the efficiency and fitness of 


the young director. 


The Elgar overture is one of the English 
ccmposer’s earlier works, It bears the opus 
number 19} and in its musical content is less 
inclined toward the mystical and the intro- 
spective than are his later creations. The 
title Frétesart"’ is largely arbitrary, only 
the military character ef the thematic ma- 
terial suggesting in any way the most en- 
tertaining of chroniclers "’ and his history of 
the wars of western Europe. And such sug- 
gestion is of course not applicable solely to 
him. But title aside, the composition is rea- 
sonably interesting and effective. It is far 
from being a work that is startlingly original 
or in any wise epoch making. Its themes are 
of the short and twisted melodic contour, 
which characterizes many of@those Elgar 
uses, but they are employed and developed 
with decided skill, and the orohestral web is 
more briHiantly and more distinctly colored 
than ts that of the later works of the English 
writer. There is less of soft, indefinite shad- 


ing. 

The Wolf Serenade is a taking bit of south- 
ern night music, melodic in manner, and put 
tugether with neat appreciation of what is 
effective, and with considerable fantasy. It 
was delightfully given by the orchestra yes- 
terday, and, it is believed, would prove a 
favorite with the public could it be fre- 
quently heard. 

The other orchestral selections were the 
Charpentier suite, Impressions of Italy,“ 
u thoroughly charming set of tonal out of 
door sketches, full of color and the sensuous 
teauty, of the land and life they picture; 
the Prelude to Lohengrin,“ which was read 
by Mr. Stock with exceptional appreciation 
of both its rapturous mood and its pictorial 
character, and was played with admirable 
technical finesse by the men; and the Tschal- 
kowsky Nuteracker suite. 

The soloists of the afternoon were Miss 
Muriel Foster, the English contralto, and 
Enrico Tramonti, the harpist of the orches- 
tra. Miss Foster sang the Saint-Saens bal- 
lade, The Fiancée of the Drummer, and 
the Elgar Sea Pictures.” Her appearance 
here last season with the orchestra was re- 
membered with pecullar pleasure, and ah- 
ticipation was, therefore, high. It knew no 
Gisappointment. The handsome singer has 
lost none of her charm of person or manner, 
end her vocal powers have known no dimi- 
nation since last she visited us. Her voice is 
of great smoothness and beauty, and, al- 
though inclined to cloud slightly at times 
vesterday, was, nevertheless, sufficiently at 
command to enable her to give both of her

| LITTLE BOOK OF AFTER DEATH.

| EDEN PHILLPOTTS? NEW NOVEL. 


Reviewed by Elia W. Peattle. 
BOOK of faith is, in this age of the 
world, an anomaly. Particularly is 
this so when such a book appears 
untainted with any manner of ec 
clesiasticism. | 

“THE LITTLE BOOK OF LIFE AFTER 
DEATH” belongs in this class. It is the 
product of Gustav Theodore Fechner, and is 
translated from the German by Mary C. 
Wadsworth. Prof. William James has, d- 
fidently, ventured upon an introduction, in 
which he shows, with commendable frank- 
ness, that he is a respectful student of the 
German, and that he aspires to grasp, rather 
than achieve, a complete understanding of 
his meaning. 

“ Fechner’s name, Mr. James explains, | 
“ lives in physics as tnat of one of the earliest 


also as that of the best systematic defender 
of the atomic theory. In psychology it is a 
commonplace to glorify him as the first user 
of experimentdl methods and the first almer 
at exactitude in facts. In cosmology he is 
known as the author of a system of evolu- 
tion, which, while taking great account of 
physical details and mechanical conception, 
makes cohsciousness correlative to and 
coeval with the whole physical world. In 
literature he has made his mark by certain 
half-humoristic, half-philosophic essays, 
published under the name of Dr. Mises. In 
esthetics he may lay claim to be the earliest 
systematically empirical student. In meta- 


theological theory worked out In great detail, 


titudinausly organized cross roads of truth, 
which are occupied only at rare intervals 
by children of men, and from which nothing 
is either too far or too near to be seen in due 
perspective. Patient observation and daring 
imagination dwelt hand in hand in Fechner; 
and perception, reasoning, and feeling all 
flourished on the largest scale, without in- 
terfering either with the other’s function." 
This conclusive explanation of the philoso- 
pher’s mind, more illuminating than could 
be that of any one newly come to an ac: 
quaintance with Fechner, will, perhaps, help 
toward an appreciation of how this student 
of the exact finds it possible to prognosticate 
a future life and to speak with conviction of 
some of the elements of that state. 
Man.“ announces Fechner, “lives upon 
the earth not once but three times. His first 
stage of life is a continuous sleep; the second 
is an alternation between sleeping and wak- 


This first period to which he refers is the 
embryonic one. The second is our conscious 
present existence. The third is the life of the 
future state. As he discovers indtvidual 
initiative in the embryonic existence, and a 
freedom and splendor in our present semi- 


from all restraint and the possession of abso- 
lute initiative in the third or future life. He 
writes that when man dies, and is no longer 
compelled to look out through the windows 
of the senses In order to perceive truth, the 
soul will return to nature with full freedom. 
He will no longer be conscious of the waves 
of light and sound only as they strike eye and 
ear, but as the waves roll forth into the sea 
of ether and the sea of air he will not merely 
fee] the blowing of the wind and the wash 
of the waves.against his body but will him- 
self murmur in the air and sea; no more 
wander ottwardly through verdant woods 
and meadows but himself consciously per- 
va@e both wood and meadows and those 
wandering there..“ 

This appears to me a poetical conception 
of the highest order. The lofty imperson- 
ality of it makes the most forceful appeal 
to those who are consciously burdened and 
hampered with the detail, the circumstance, 
and the warring and aggressive individuali- 
ties of this life. 

It is noticéable that in moments of in- 
tellectual ecstasy man cries for the sun—the 
symbol as well as the physical source of 
light—and Fechner is no exception to this 
rule, 

“ Who knows,“ he Inquires, ‘‘ whether the 
whole earth, revolving in an ever slowly 
narrowing orbit, will not return to the heart 
of the sun from which it came, after eons 
of years, and then a sun life of all earthly 
creatgres will begin, and where is the need 
of knowing this now!“ 

He does not believe that the living and the 
dead should attempt to communicate. The 
dead hold themselves back by striving to do 
so, and the living unfit themselves for the 
exercise of their duties. -Indeed, the large, 
serene faith of this hope and belief would 
make Such attempted communications seem 
puerile, selfish, and material. « 

As the translated spirit moves in all the 
elements of nature, so does God, Fechner 
opines, move there, too. How easy.“ he 
exclaims, *“‘ would it be for all faith, if man 
could habitually see a truth in that further 
word, that God lives and moves and has his 
being in all! Then it were not a dead, but, 
through God, a living world, out of which 
man is building his future body and is there- 
by creating a new abode within the dwelling 
place of God.“ 

But when will this vitalizing faith become a 
living one? 

And he who makes it living will himself 
be made alive. 

It can be imagined how much delight one 
feels in turning from the smart, self-con- 
scious literature of the day to a contempla- 
tion of this book. It is as when one lifts the 
eyes from the squalor of city streets to the 
swinging heavens, lit with stars. The book 
is not one to criticise but to strive to under- 
stand. Itawes the mind with the nobility of 
its ideas and the poetry of its images. (Lit.

gy OW that George Meredith and Thomas 
Hardy are not writing fiction, and Mrs. 
‘Humphry Ward leaves a period of 
years between her books, a new novel 
from the pen of Mr. Eden Phillpotts is 
an event of importance, A new novel is just 
about to be published by the Macmillan com- 
pany from the pen of Mr. Phillpotts. It is 
called “THE SECRET WOMAN -a new 
style of name for him, as it suggests melo- 
drama. 
The story opens in Mr. Phillpotts’ familiar 
Manner—a description of nature, of Dart- 
moor of the tors and mamelons.“ It isa day 
in spring, but “no bud had yet broken, but 
warm and lustrous hue spread over all, and 
through this amber haze the gray lichens of 
the branch and the dark mosses of the bole 
were seen; while beneath, under a tracery 
and network of many boughs, young May 
danced deliciously in the heart of the wood.”

I'd gladly have lost my 
right arm afore ever you should have come 
to find out, for I well understand what hell 
this is to your stern phttern of mind. 

It is hardly to be wondered at that the

his hands went to his head Inetinctively; his 

| center of gravity was thrown forward, and 
he vanished head" first into the depths.” 

The two sons were witnesses of the mur- 
der. Neither will betray his mother, and 
the coroner’s jury gives a verdict of acci- 
dental death. The woman, however, would 
rather have been given over to justice than 
to live the life that she lived after what she 
had done. If she could have discovered the 
woman in the case she probably would have 
tipped her over into a well or made away 
with her somehow; but that discovery was a 
long way off. The reader makes the discov- 
ery much sooner than the wife does. In 
fact, the wife does not discover it at all: 
“the seeret woman confesses to her. I 
am not going to tell the reader who she was; 
he will find out in good time. Nor am I 
going to tell how the story ends, though that, 
too, he may well guess. 


A book of this character needs a lot of 
humor to relieve its gloom. Such humor as 
it has is lent by ite old men—Joshua Bloom 
and Nathaniel Tapp. 

Mr. Phillpotts makes his laborers talk as 
no laborers ever talked since the world 
began. Can you imagine a man with no edu- 
eation, no opportunities, a day laborer on 
his father’s farm, talking like this about his 
father’s death:

„In the Name of Liberty.“ Owen John- 
son's Novel of the French Revolution. 


The second novel of Owen Johnson, who 
made considerable reputation a short while 
ago with The Arrows of the Almighty.“ is 
“IN THE NAME OF LIBERTY,” which the 
Century company bas just issued: As mignt 
be guessed, its theme is founded on the 
French revolution and the scenes take place 
in 1792 and the following year. 

Some of the chief figures of the great up- 
heaval appear or are mentioned in the book; 
which centers about Barabout, an ardent re- 
publican lately from the provinces; two flow- 
er girls, Javogues, a fanatic of the Midi, and 
Dossonvilie, a revolutionist suspected of aris- 
tocratic leanings. 

Mr. Johnson for his age writes with much 
freedom and power and he handles well the 
material afforded by the events he deals with, 
but the real story he tells appears turgid. 
and the main stream of narrative is not clear. 
It may, however, be urged that in reflecting 
the events of that turbulent time he must of 
necessity make them seem more or less topsy 
turvy. To the leading characters of his crea- 
tion he has imparted individuality and real- 
ism, and he has sketched with great vividness 
some of the scenes of that epoch making time. 


Gabriel Praed’s Castle. 


It is dangerous to serve the new wine before the 
old, as Alice Jones has done in Gabriel Praed's 
Castle.“ The first part of the book promises noth- 
ing but a sentence-paragraph description of the 
studio-cigaret life, but the latter half develops 
into a fascinating complexity woven about the 
swndling schemes of a Parisian art dealer. An- 
drew Garvie becomes involved in an attempt to 
rescue Gabriel Praed, a rich American, from these 
tolls, and in this way wins Praed's daughter 
Praed himself, though blundering, is not the ultra-

RADIUM N THE STARS. 
Prof, Snyder of Philadelphia Finds the 
Element Identified with Fiver 
Coronal Lines. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 20.—Prof. Monroe 
B. Snyder, director of the Philadelphia ob- 
servatory, gave his preliminary paper on 
universal celestial radio-activity tonight be- 
fore a meeting of the American Philosophical 
society. 

Radio-activity, he said, is the transforma- 
tion of one element of higher atomic weight 
into another of loweratomic weight, with the 
release of light vibrations of characteristic 
intensities and wave lengths. Radium was 
transformed into a substance which had been 
called radium emanation, and this emana- 
tion then further transformed into helium. 

Prof. Snyder identified radium emanation 
with five coronal lines. The intensest line 
was low down in Young's reversing layer. 
Five were in Vogel's best determined lines of 
the Aurora. Several were in the Nova 
Pesell, ten were in the bright line stars of 
Campbell, five were in the spectra of the 
nebula, and six other radium lines and one 
radium emanation line. Twelve were in the 
dark absorption lines of the fourth type 
stars recently measured by Hale. 

Prof. Snyder said that he thought he could 
see from this transfer of the study of radio- 
activity to the stars the beginning of glearer 
conceptions for the entire group of physical 
sciences.
